About one in every thou.sand of 
the pupils who attend the public 
.schools of Cleveland is a deaf and 
dumb, the number of mute youths 
of school age being 128. One-half 
of these unfoitnnates are enrolled 
as scholars in the special school for 
the education and training of the 
deaf, the same being an adjunct 
and department of the public school 
system. This institution is located 
on the west side of Wilson Avenue, 
neat the intersection of (Jtiincy 
Street. Quite a number of the 
Cleveland deaf-mutes are sent to 
the asylum for the deaf and dumb 
at Columbus, where they are taught 
and carod for by the State. The 
State allows, under the law, $250 
per year for the l>o>ird and instruc- 
tion of every young person who is 
thus afflicted anil an inmate of the 
asylum. According to an enact- 
ment of the Legislaluie four jeais 
ago $150 per capita was appropriat- 
ed annually for the education of 
every deaf-mute attending the 
public schools of Clevelaml. At 
that time the instruction that was 
aflforded .scholars of this t)articular 
class was most me.Hgerand unsalis- 
factory. The pupils were assem- 
bled in two rooms of the Rockwell 
building annex, and there was but 
one teacher. Indeed, the school 
was first organized a.s recently as 
18(13. As constitued at the present 
time there aro eight teacliei-s, and 

'residence' of" Mr. ' Itf:>*Vt)if "BWK'iY /.te 
been leased for a term of years a* a 
school house. It is suitable for the 
purpose, and the various apart- 
miMits are furnished completely as 
school looms, there being also a 
reception room dining room, etc. 
The yanl in the I'ear is capitacious, 
and has been converted into a play- 
ground. On one side is a frame 
building that has been fifed up 
with woik benches, et<'., as a school 
for manual training. Here the boys 
aro taught the rudimentary princ- 
ples of carpentry work during the 
vacation season. 

The regular sessions of the school 
were ended with the closing of the 
public schools at the Cimdusion of 
the spiing term in the latter part of 
.Tune, but the vacation session en- 
ables as many of the pupils as desire 
to do so to go lo th" school every 
afternoon for instruction in draw- 
ing, sewing, and similar special 
work. Tlie is found to be advan- 
tageous in the training of deaf- 
mute .scholai-s, because tht'y aro so 
likely to forget what they have 
learned in the long interim between 
the spring and fall terms if left en- 
tirely to themselves. Deaf-mutes, 
of course, when isolated and not 
thrown with e«ch other, or with 
their teachers, have no chance 
to put into practice the 
principles of the lessons that they 
learn at the public school. 

The kind of tuition is the oral or 
(tciman method, as it is called, as 
in contradistinction to the sign al- 
phalHM that is the means of com- 
muuieation taught the scholars at 
the State institution. More profi- 
table results and a far greater degree 
of instruction are accomplished by 
means of the oral method. It 
should be under-stood that mut<> 
children, who are also deaf, do not 
8iH>ak, because they do not hear, 
and therefore never acquiro the art 
of articulating wonls. If individ- 
uals so afflicted can be taken while 
they aro still young by means of 
signs, they may be shown and 
taught how to make the corroct 
sounds arbitrarily, and also how to 
interpret, the expression of words 
and of forms of speech and lan- 
guage by closely observingthe move- 
ment of the lips of their inlerlocu- 
toi-s. That such a mode of com- 
municating with the deaf was prac- 
ticable was discovered by a Spanish 
monk, and was afterwanls put into 
thorough and practical application 
iu G<'»rniany, where it became the 
t>nly method of teaching those so 
afflveted. The instvuetiou was 
found to be so satisfactory that no 
other method was adopl<'d in Kng- 
land, France, and the Pnit(>d States; 
not, however, to the entire exclu- 
sion of the sign alphabet. 

By the piwlice of lant{uage by 



signs, deaf-mutes are enabled to 
converse with one another, but not 
with their friends and relatives 
generally or with anybody they 
meet. The ii.se of the sign alphabet 
makes them shy and clannish, and 
places a limitation on their chances 
for further personal edification and 
improvement. By the oral method 
the deaf-mutes aro initiated per- 
functorily into producing the vari- 
ous sounds and linguistic expros- 
sions of the human voice as intend- 
ed bj- nature. The art of speakibg 
words is acquired by them just as 
one learns to l>ecome proficient in a 
foreign language by continued 
practice. 

Those who are deficient in the 
faculty of hearing are as a rule re- 
markably clever and acute in the 
exercise of their other f.iculties, and 
therefore, very aj)! and quick to 
learn. They seem tograsp i(tea8 by 
intuition and to conn)rohentl what 
is expected ot them. Having been 
informed of the nature of Iheir de- 
ficiencies, and their peculiar person- 
al relation with regard to the talk- 
ing part of humanity, they la-come 
impres,sed with the value and 
necessity of lt>arniiig to talk 1 hem- 
selves, an art that is the natural 
birthright of the vast majority of 
mankind. When this state of 
realization is attained, the pupil can 
be depended upon for strenuous 
and diligent application to .ntudy 
without much urging or coaching. 

The coui'se of special instruction 
of deaf-mutes is intended to (>orre- 
spond with the grades of primary 
and grammar schools. It is presum- 
ed that when this course shall have 
been completed the deaf scholars 
will he sufliclently advanced in all

the high schwd. By that time their 
ehicution and familiarity with oral 
language will have been sufficiently 
perfected for them to understand 
all the ordinary forms of speech 
and conversation, and they will t>e 
able to practice speaking the same 
fiuently and without hesitation or 
emdarrassment. In certain cases 
the pupils will, of course, be moro 
difficult to teach than in others. 

Mrs. LucyR, Taylor, memb(>r of 
the School Council, is chairman of 
the committee having in charge the 
school for the deaf, and has given a 
great deal of time and atleiriion to 
the development of tha school. In 
this work she has the active support 
and co-operation of Mr. L. H. .Jones, 
the supeiiutendent of in.st ruction. 
It is their intention tliat the 
Cleveland school shall become as 
successful and progressivean institu- 
tion as any of those that have been 
established for a longer period of 
years. These schools are now send- 



and apai't, and only the (rerrnan 
method will be in vogue in the 
school that is ab-eady established. 
This latter method is receiving the 
decided preference, and .someof tlu' 
Stale institutions have abolished 
the sign-alphabet, and have adopted 
the oral method instead. 

One of the most accomplished 
ladies iu Washington society, the 
wife of a wealthy and famous in- 
ventor. Professor Alexander 
Oraham Bell, has succei-ded in con- 
cealing the fact of her entiro deaf- 
ness from many of those who know 
and have conversed with her. Her 
conversation is so brilliant and 
versatile, her enunciation so clear 
and distinct, that no observer would 
detect any impediment or defect in 
her speech. Nor is Mrs. Bell at a 
loss to understand every word that is 
addressed to her, although she has 
absolutely no knowledge of the 
sound of the words as they aro 
spoken. Mr. Hubliard, the father 
of Mrs. Bell, while she was yet a 
child, determined to do everything 
possible to remedy her inability to 
speak. He went to Germany and 
obtained one of the best instructors 
in the art of teaching deaf-mutes 
according to the oral melhod. This 
teacher came to this country and 
took Mr. Hubbard's little daughter, 
and took four other deaf and dumb 
childron,to corroct their deficiencies. 
The success of the instruction thus 
alforded was so great that Mr-. Hub- 
bard was impelled to the founding 
of the school for deaf-mutes at 
Southampton, Mass., now the lead- 
inir institution of its kind in the 
United States, and the first to 
teach scholars how to talk as well as 
lo communicate with those of their 
yw.U k.ind l)v means of (!i<> »i>'" •('- 

Professor Bell also tak. 

terest i;i all schools and i. 

for the oaro and training of deaf- 
nuiles. None can appreciate the 
good they do more than the inven- 
tor of the telephone, a*id no one 
knows better than he what wonder- 
ful tricks can be accomplished with 
the human voice. 
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ng forth profieent and well-trained 
scholars, who are prepared and 
equipped to battle with life upon 
something like equal terms with 
their fellows. 

Thei-e is a fine school for deaf- 
mutes at Philadephia, and another 
at Chicago— that is conducted by 
Mrs. MctJowan. In the latter the 
pupils are taught not only to speak 
but to sing, anil their sense percej)- 
tion is so fine that they can tell 
by the vibrations of the piano the 
tune that is being played. 

Superintendent Jones last April 
engaged the services of a new 
principal for the deaf schiwl. She 
is Miss Katherine Barry, of the well- 
known Mount Airy School at Phila- 
delphia. She has an exceptionlly 
fine ropntation as a teacher and will 
come to Cleveland this fall. The 
salaiy of the principal is $1,500 per 
year. 

Some parents prefer to send their 
deaf-mute ottspting to the Stale 
institution at Columbus, and 
fathers aro averse to having them 
receive instruction or go away 
from home at all, believing that it 
will do no good to send them away. 
Most of the fathers and mothers 
however are aw are or easily persuad- 
ed of the advantages lo their deat 
childiN[»n to be deriving from such 
schooling. 

In addition tothescho<d on Wil- 
son avenue, another class for deaf 
will be established this fall iu an- 
nex of the Hockwell school. In 
this cbvss the sign alphabet will be 
taught, and not the 'oral method. 
Those who must send their boy or 
girl to one of the .schools, and pre- 
fer this method of instruction, may 
select the new cbuss that will l>e 
fovtned. Tt is desirable tv» keep the

Steel was obtainable, says 
in SL Xifholaa, flint and 
pyrites were used. Eskimos of the 
Mackenzie liiver district use a fire- 
-set conrposeil of a tinder-pocket, 
which eonlains tinder made of 
down from the willow catkins mixed 
with charcoal, or soaked in gun- 
powder and water, a rough bar of 
HinI, and a half-sphcie of pyrites, 
evidently a round stone broken in 
two for greater convenience. 

The tinder-bag is made oi reiu- 
deer-skin. A little bag hanging 
from the larger one contains tinder 
to use in c.ise that the larger one 
becomes accidentally useless ; but 
the little tM»g also acts as a toggle. 
It is passed under the bell when 
the tinder-bag is carried by the 
squaw, much as our women w.^ar 
their chatelaine bags. The cover 
of the bag is iin oblong pad stuffed 
with deer hair. riiis pad is kehl 
on the forefinger under the pyrites 
lo protect the hand when a spark is 
being struck o(T into the timlor in 
the bag. 

With ihe lion a^;. >.....- ...- ■■ * 
of the flint and steel, and the most 
ancient specimens of these fire- 
making tools are so nearly like 
lho.se found in many an ohl guard 
to-day that descrinti<ni seems irn- 
necessary. 

The Chini'se ,sl^l;^^ .. ..^hls show 
a very ingenious way of combining 
the steel with a punch in which to 
carry the flint and tinder. In Thi- 
bet the pouches are often eliiborate- 
ly trimmed with incrusted silver 
set with easily jewels. The .bn)a- 
nese still use flint and steel. Their 
tinder-boxes have two compart- 
ments. The smaller one is for the 
tinder and has a damper. The 
larger one is for the flint and steel. 
They mount the steel in wood. 
Until matches were invented the 
most convenient firo-iuakiug tools 
in the world were those u.sed in 
.1 apan . 

Our Xorlh .Vmeriean Indians 
were slow to acknowledge civilized 
artis and nelhod,-< as superior to 
their own ; hut fir.>-making with 
flint and steel apv>ealed lo them at 
once, and was pi-omptly adopted. 
Buckskin pouches were made in 
which lo carry Ihe flint and steel, 
and huiii: from the boU besi'" 
tomahawk.

Words cannot express how much 
we inisH our veneralde and much 
esteemed friend, Mr. William R. 
Barry, who passed away after a long 
illnehs, last Sunday evening at)out 
six o'clock, at. St. Aynes' Hosi)ital. 
He had been in failing health for 
some time, and was moved t;0 the 
hospital to receive constant care 
from trained nurses. He was to be 
carried home at sfjven o'clock be- 
fore he died. Mr. William Barry, 
sitting in a (ronifortalde chair, chat- 
tod with . his tioHom friend, Mr. 
Byrant, while Mrs. iiarry w;ts get- 
ting ready to go home with him. 
Mr. liyrant saw soiriething wrong 
in Mr. Barry's face and called Mrs.

The doctor 
examined him and said that his 
death was due to heart disease, but 
he iiad been sick with nervous 
prostration. His remains were 
taken t() the late r(?sidenc« by un- 
dertaker E. Madison .Mitchell, who 
had charge of the funeral arrange- 
ments.

The funeral service took place at 
the late resi<ience. Revs. Alford

M. E. Church, officiating, and Rev. 

Whil'iin infeipreli'ig for the 
deaf-mutis, of whom many were 
present, and Mrs. d. .M. Leilner, 
Miss .Maggie Sfjhnman and R«'V.

Mr. William R Barry was born 
in Baltimore seventy-three years 
ago, and receive<l his early educa- 
tion in the schools of this city. At 
the very outs<'t of his career, he 
took an interest in the Fire De- 
partment, and was for a long time 
connected with one of the old vol- 
unteer companies. 

He was for many years President 
of ttie Maryland Fire Insurance 
Comjtany, and held the position at 
the lime of his death He whs also 
a member of the Associatioti of Fire 
Underwiiters, whose memt»ers al- 
wa.vs held him in the higliest es- 
teem. He took an activi* personal 
interest in the Salvage Corps, nmin- 
tained tjy the underwriters, and 
di'l much to bring the service to 
its present state of efficiency.

He, unlike the other 
presidents of thw deaf .schools in 
this country, went to visit the 
Maryland S<;hfX)l very oft^in. The

Nothing beyond 
the newspaper reports is known of 
the stranger by the deaf residents 
here.
